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Shaykh Abu Bakr Al-Baghdadi (May Allah Protect Him) 


All praise is due to Allah. We praise Him, we seek His 
help and forgiveness, and we seek refuge with Allah from 
the evils of our inner selves and from the consequences 
of our bad deeds. Whomsoever Allah guides there is 
none to misguide, and whomsoever Allah leads astray 
there is none to guide. I testify that there is no god 
except Allah alone, who has no partner, and I testify 
that Muhammad is His slave and Messenger. 


As for what follows: 


"Indeed, the ones who oppose Allah and His Messenger 
- those will be among the most humbled. Allah has 
written, "I will surely overcome, I and My messengers." 
Indeed, Allah is Powerful and Exalted in Might" (Al- 
Mujadilah 21-20). 


‘This is a promise from Allah and a warning. 


It is a promise that is not broken and does not change, 
and determined by Allah and recorded by Him in the 
Book for whoever believed in Him and in His messengers 
and joined the successful party of Allah, for indeed, 
they shall have conquest, victory, and dominance in the 
world and in the hereafter. It is a destiny that is firm and 
a matter that is concluded. 


And it is a warning to those who fight and contest with 
Allah and His Messenger with kufr, sins, and misdeeds, 
that they will fail and will be humiliated without any 
good consequence nor a victorious flag. 


The trusted Messenger 2% brought glad tidings to his 
Ummah that they shall have victory and empowerment, 
as Ahmad narrated in his musnad, that Ubay ibn Ka’b 
reported the Messenger of Allah 2% saying: “Give the 
glad tidings to this Ummah of sublimity, high status, 
victory and power in the land. But whoever among 
them does the deeds of the Hereafter for the sake of 
worldly gain, will have no portion of the Hereafter.” 


No matter how long it takes and regardless of the 
complications, and no matter the changing causes, 
there is no room for laziness and idleness, and there is 
no space for doubt. There is only patience and firmness, 
and dawa and fighting. “So be patient. Indeed, the 
promise of Allah is truth. And ask forgiveness for your 
sin and exalt [Allah] with praise of your Lord in the 
evening and the morning” (Ghafir 55). 


This is medicine for the heart when afflicted by calamities 
and intense dangers. It is freedom from the sins and ills of 
the soul and refinement of it against what slows it down 
from the march to its Lord. It is recognition of guilt, a 
request for forgiveness to the Great and All-Forgiving. 
It is closeness through acts of obedience and numerous 
sacrifices. The alienation of faith and its people requires 
those who seek to elevate it anew to hold on to what the 
predecessors held, so that, while they fight their enemy, 
they do not turn their faces towards what the people of 
kufr and falsehood and the callers to hell guide, where 
these seek to keep them idle and to confuse them about 
their faith so that they do not reach the objective for 
which they immigrated and fought. 


He g says: “But those who hold fast to the Book and 
establish prayer - indeed, We will not allow to be lost 
the reward of the reformers” (Al-A’raf 170). 


He & also says: “So adhere to that which is revealed to 
you. Indeed, you are on a straight path” (Az-Zukhruf 
43). 


Allah did not assign us to see victory and healing of the 
heart and the rise of the faith and its people on earth. 
He did not make it a requirement that He accepts our 
work, nor is it proof of right and wrong. This is a blessing 
from Allah to His Ummah. Instead, He # ordered us 
to honor what He obligated upon us with sincerity 
towards the faith as followers and not innovators, and 
to do more. We were born but for a great matter. Results 


are in the hands of the Almighty, and He denies when 


He wishes and grants when He gives. 


He x says: “And say, ‘Do [as you will], for Allah will 
see your deeds, and [so, will] His Messenger and the 
believers. And you will be returned to the Knower of 
the unseen and the witnessed, and He will inform you 
of what you used to do” (At-Tawba 105). 


Allah s also says: “So be patient, [O Muhammad]; 
indeed, the promise of Allah is truth. And whether We 
show you some of what We have promised them or 
We take you in death, it is to Us they will be returned” 
(Ghafir 77). 


He x also says: “So fight, [O Muhammad], in the cause 
of Allah; you are not held responsible except for yourself. 
And encourage the believers [to join you] that perhaps 
Allah will restrain the [military] might of those who 
disbelieve. And Allah is greater in might and stronger in 
[exemplary] punishment” (An-Nisa 84). 


Imam at-Tabari said in his interpretation of this verse: 
“Allah has incited the believers to pursue jihad against 
the people of kufr, whether they are winners of losers, 
and to disregard the statements of the munafiqin, and 
to pursue jihad against the mushrikin, whether they are 
losers or winners, as revealed by Allah.” 


Allah # says: “And if you are killed in the cause of 
Allah or die - then forgiveness from Allah and mercy are 


better than whatever they accumulate [in this world] 


(Al ‘Imran 157). 


The imam of the people of interpretation said: The 
Almighty speaks to His faithful worshipers, saying: O 
you who believe, do not doubt that all matters are in the 
hands of Allah. He maintains the living and honest. The 
munafigin were doubtful about this. Therefore, pursue 
jihad for the sake of Allah and fight His enemies, and 
be assured that no one is killed in a war, or dies while 
traveling, unless his fate has come, and it is time for his 
death. Then He promised that jihad will be for the sake 
of their forgiveness and mercy. He told them death for 
the cause of Allah and killing for Allah is better for them 
than to be gathered in the world, with its ornaments and 
livelihood for which they heavily deviated from jihad 
for the cause of Allah, and neglected in confronting the 
enemy. (His words are ended, may Allah have mercy on 


him). 


Amidst the events of today and the noise of the 
people of idolatry and the lords of jahiliyya, and the 
fall of preachers, and the exposure of the truth of the 


misguided invalidators, here is the State of the Khilafah 
by Allah’s grace, competing with nations, surefooted, 
strong-willed, and undeterred by the crowds of kufr 
and the multitudes of the immoral day and night, 
and marching along the path, certain of the victory of 
its Lord. It withstood, and all praise is due to Allah, 
when everyone of weak will and condemnation failed. 
It loudly called to the da’wa of Tawhid with al-Wala 
wal Bara by word and action when the miserable ones 
degenerated into the low ranks of blindness and the 
labyrinths of ignorance, favoring the path of safety. The 
Islamic State remained alone a pioneer and leader of the 
conflict, advancing in ranks and afflicting the enemy, 
undeterred by death. 


Half a decade passed since its establishment, and words 
are incapable of describing the sacrifice, effort, and 
giving. 


Half a decade passed with it firm on its path, method, 
and approach. 


Half a decade passed while the sons of the Khilafah rise 
and advance towards the higher goal. 


Half a decade passed without it being affected by those 
who disagree with it or let it down. 


Half a decade passed, and its miserable and humiliated 
enemy acknowledges its survival and recognizes the fact 
of its expansion. 


Half a decade passed, and droves of muwahhidin and 
honest mujahidin still come to give bay’ah in obedience 
to Allah and seeking the mercy of Allah and His success 
to maintain the group and accomplish the cohesion as 
ordered by the great master. 


They do something you see as reality *** So talk and inform 
with an eloquent speech 


He who lives in hostility to their religion and envies them 
*** He will suffer from unabated affliction 


Rejoin then, O people of Islam. Rejoice O people of the 


Sunnah and victory. 


Your sons the soldiers of the Khilafah have not tired of 
fighting the kufr nations, nor have they lost interest. 
They continue to harm their enemy. They have not 
weakened from what they have incurred nor have they 
waivered against their adversaries. They launched raids 
and ignite fire on the fronts with united battles in all 


the Wilayat. 


It is worth noting that these united battles are the first 
of their kind in the modern history of jihad, after they 
were very recently the habit of the mujahidin on the 
land of Iraq before the expansion and the declaration of 
the Khilafah. This is a grace from Allah which He gives 
to whomever He wishes among His servants and it is 
merely a success and good guidance from the Almighty. 


With certainty we consider it to be the fruit of the 
blessing of the cohesion and the group to which we 
were ordered. This is a true victory. From the “Revenge 
Battle for the People of ash-Sham” which targeted 
eight countries and in more than eighty areas, the total 
number of operations within only 4 days was 92, and 
all praise is due to Allah, according to specific times and 
targets. 


Only a short time after this battle, the sons of the 
Khilafah followed it with the “Battle of Attrition”, which 
hit in eleven countries. The total number of operations 
in it was 61 operations within 3 days only. The brave 
and righteous then followed it with the second united 
and blessed “Battle of Attrition” in the first ten days 
of Dhul-Hijjah at the end of last year, 1440H, and all 
praise is due to Allah, they struck in 10 Wilayat with a 
total of 152 operations in 10 days only. 


The follower should also know that the declared 
number for those battles is what was documented and 
reported to the committees of follow-up and statistics. 
Otherwise, the number of strikes, and all praise is due 
to Allah, is more than what was declared. Activity also 
is not limited to these battles, but the wheel of attrition 
is in full swing, and all praise is due to Allah, and on a 
daily basis and on various fronts. 


The protector of the cross America and its murtadd 
agents in the area used to be crushed and dragged in the 
mud with their faces in the land of Afghanistan and Iraq. 
Now the dog of the Romans America, and all praise is 
due to Allah, is mired in the mud and begging countries 
for assistance. It was dragged into Mali and Niger by 
its feet. It can now only provide empty words and false 
promises to its partners, which made the chairman of 
its Joint Chiefs of Staff Dunford to say the bitter truth 
to his allies: “We do not have a force of deterrence to 
protect our partners in the region”, which was a massive 
shock to his partners and painful to their feelings, may 


Allah damn them. 


However, the painful picture and the nightmare over 


which they cannot sleep, and which is increasing more 
intensely than before, is that the master of star wars has 
become the target of arrows and lions on the field. It 
and its agents are being exhausted on a battlefield that 
is extensive and that they have nothing to do with, and 
all praise is due to Allah and His strength. From the 
land of battle and heroes, Khurasan, to the bastion of 
knights and the land of the Khilafah in Iraq and ash- 
sham, to the Yemen of faith and wisdom, proud and 
honorable Somalia, and to the land of spears and war 
in West and Central Africa, to the land of the people 
of determination, the lions of battle in East Asia, and 
North Africa, proud Tunisia and Libya, and other 
Wilayat of the Islamic state. All praise is due to Allah 
for the blessings He bestowed upon His servants first, 
the soldiers of the Khilafah. Nothing is greater than the 
blessing of firmness in His faith and fighting against the 
kufr alliances and repelling their attacks on the lands of 
Muslims. 


So be thankful to the Master, O soldiers of the Khilafah, 
for this blessing. Ask Him to grant you firmness and 
the best outcome. Know that your burden increases day 
after day. Supply is necessary. You have continued to 
be the bearer of the flag of glory against the strongest 
atheist crusader campaign facing the Islamic Ummah 
through defacing it and driving it from its faith and 
enslaving it to other than its Creator &. The arrogance 
of this campaign was assigned to the Salul tawaghit and 
the shaykhs of rida’ in the Sahel who are submissive, 
subservient, and subjugated to the crusaders. 


So O soldiers and supporters of the Khilafah, be the 
torch of guidance and honest callers for the sons of your 
Ummah. Beware of wonder, arrogance, and conceit. 
Whatever blessing you have is from Allah alone. Ask the 
Gracious and Merciful to guide those who are misled. 
Ask Allah for wellness, for it is a word that includes the 
good of the world and the hereafter. It was narrated from 
al-Abbas ibn Abd al-Muttalib (may Allah be pleased 
with him) that he said: I told the Messenger of Allah 2% 
, teach me something to ask from Allah ss, and he said, 
“Ask Him for good health”. Then I stayed for some days, 
and then I came and said: O Messenger of Allah, teach 
me something to ask from Allah #. He said to me: “O 
Abbas, you the uncle of the Messenger of Allah, ask him 
for good health in the world and the hereafter.” 


The Messenger of Allah 2& also said: “There is no heart 
that is not between the fingers of the Lord of all creation. 
If He wants to raise him, he will be raised, and if He 
wants his departure, he will be departed. He said: You 
who turns the hearts, make our hearts steadfast on your 


religion, and the scale is in the hands of the Merciful, 
and hHe lowers and lifts it.” 


O soldiers of the Khilafah everywhere: 


Know that we expect a great good by Allah’s permission. 
It is thus necessary to redouble efforts and to make 
sacrifices in all da’wa aspects, including the da’wa, media, 
military, and security aspects. This expansion and spread 
with which the Master blessed the Islamic State is only 
a test and a trial. It is then imperative to do a good job 
and to seek in earnest to please the Generous, the Great 
Giver, so that He makes this blessing permanent, and 
He blesses it. 


Be very careful about the misleading temptations and 
desires. “And hold firmly to the rope of Allah all together 
and do not become divided. And remember the favor 
of Allah upon you - when you were enemies and He 
brought your hearts together and you became, by His 
favor, brothers. And you were on the edge of a pit of the 
Fire, and He saved you from it. Thus does Allah make 
clear to you His verses that you may be guided. And let 
there be [arising] from you a nation inviting to [all that 
is] good, enjoining what is right and forbidding what is 
wrong, and those will be the successful. And do not be 
like the ones who became divided and differed after the 
clear proofs had come to them. And those will have a 
great punishment” (Al ‘Imran 105-103). 


Know, O builders of the Khilafah and protectors of 
Islam, there are important issues and adversities on 
which we must focus our attention at all times. They 
are clear to everyone. But we want to draw attention 
to them and to remind of them so that we grant them 
more attention and a greater effort. 


The first of these issues is: Calling to the people and 
the general Sunni public in particular and being kind 
to them. 


It is not unknown to you the extreme ignorance that took 
the Ummah by storm, and the obliteration of knowledge 
in many of its areas, leading to a wide gap from the 
origin of their faith, and the spread of shirk, innovations, 
and superstition and what Allah did not reveal with 
proof, to the point that these shirki innovations in their 
various forms and with embellishment by the pontiffs 
of evil, among whom many claim to belong to Islam, 
have become the faith with which the best Messenger 
4 was sent. They think they are significant. There is no 
might and no strength but with Allah. 


So show people the proof by calling them to pure 
Tawhid and to hold on to the Book of their Lord 
and the Sunnah of their Prophet 2% and to recognize 
the righteous predecessors of their Ummah from 
the preferred centuries and those who followed their 
method and in their footsteps till the Day of judgment. 
Indicate to them that there is no way and no means 
for them to remove the tawaghit but by the means that 
Allah showed us and to which He guided us, which is 
jihad for His sake. Other than that, it is only illusions 
and mirage “which a thirsty one thinks is water until, 
when he comes to it, he finds it is nothing” [An-Nur 
39). 


It is Rabi’a for Egypt, and the return for Palestine, and 
the army for Sudan, and Haftar and Sarraj for Libya, 
and the “legitimacy” for Yemen. People are killed and 
obliterated without the guidance of Allah and for cause 
other than the cause of Muslims, for nationalism and 
democracy. We seek refuge with Allah. We do not 
see among those who claim to do dawa and reform 
a disavowal of these unfortunate turns and terrifying 
sacrifice by those disappointed ones. Sufficient for us is 


Allah, and [He is] the best Disposer of affairs. 


The aim of our jihad is to get the worshipers away from 
worshiping worshipers to worshiping the Lord of the 
worshipers, and from the injustice of religions to the 
justice of Islam, and from the prison of the material 
world to the space of the world and the hereafter. The 
tenets of this religion, as Shaykul-Islam, may Allah have 
mercy on him, said, is a book that guides and a sword 
that supports. The Messenger of Allah 2% said on the 
Day of Khaybar: “If Allah guides aright even one person 
through you that is better for you than to possess the 
most valuable of the camels.” 


Allah explained to us the method of His messengers 
and the callers to Him: “Say, “This is my way; I invite 
to Allah with insight, I and those who follow me. And 
exalted is Allah; and I am not of those who associate 
others with Him” (Yusuf 108). 


O mujahidin: 


About the callers to the method of Allah and His 
messengers, Allah praises those callers and those who 
propagate His method: “Those who convey the messages 
of Allah and fear Him and do not fear anyone but Allah. 
And sufficient is Allah as Accountant” (Al-Ahzab 39). 


The Kind Expert showed us the path of salvation: 
“Indeed, Allah will not change the condition ofa people 


until they change what is in themselves” (Ar-Rad 11). 


The second of these issues is the acceptance of repentance 
from he who repents. 


Accept the repentance of who came, before the ability 
to get him, and do not leave him until he learns about 
his religion, and knows why were are fighting, and what 
has become the target of our swords, and what is his 
obligation towards his religion to support it, and to his 
Ummah in terms of advocacy and guidance to the right 
method to inform those who are behind him. Perhaps 
the one it is conveyed to is more understanding than the 
one who heard it. 


‘The third of these issues is a general recommendation: 


Abu Nu’aym narrated in his Hilyat, that ‘Umar ibn 
Abdul Aziz recommended to one of his workers: “You 
must fear Allah in any situation you find yourself. In 
truth, the fear of Allah is the greatest preparation, the 
most achievable plan and the strongest strength: there 
is nothing in aggression towards your enemy, which 
deserves more caution, between yourselves and those 
who are with you, than disobedience to Allah, I fear for 
the sins of the people more than for the plots of their 
enemies. In truth, we were in opposition to our enemy, 
and we were given divine support over them, because of 
their disobedience. Had it not been for that, we would 
have had no power over them, because our number is 
not like theirs, and our strength is not like theirs. If we 
are not victorious over them with our hatred, we will not 
defeat them with our strength. Let not your animosity 
towards someone intimidate you more than your own 
sins, and know that you the angels Allah sent unto you 
are witnesses, and they know what you are doing along 
your path and inside your homes. So be humble to 
them and be good friends to them, and do not harm 
them by defying Allah and sinning while you boast it is 
for the sake of Allah. Never say that our enemy is more 
evil than us because they will not defeat us if we sin, for 
many people were punished by people more evil, who 
were sent unto them merely due to their sins. Ask Allah 
to assist you for yourselves the same way you ask Him 
to enable you over your enemy. We ask Allah this for 
ourselves and for you. 


As for the fourth issue, it is significant and in its scourge 
is a great blessing for those who seek benefit. The 
complacency of creation in it can be destructive to it 
and the blessing of the transaction, and through it as a 
bad consequence, and it is injustice. 


The Prophet £% said, among the saying he related 
from his Lord  :“O my slaves, I have made injustice 
unlawful for myself and I have made it unlawful among 
you, so do not be unjust to one another.” 


And he £% said: “Beware of injustice, for injustice will 
turn into excessive darkness on the Day of Resurrection.” 


All that is good and beneficial falls within justice, and all 
that is evil and corrupt fall within injustice. So let us be 
clear to Allah from all injustice and be lifted from it and 
not fall. Let us commit to that which the best centuries 
of Ahl al-Sunnah Wal Jama’a had done in dealing with 
the worshippers of Allah with knowledge, truth, justice, 


compassion, and fairness. 


“Do not let the hatred of a people prevent you from 
being just. Be just; that is nearer to righteousness. And 
fear Allah; indeed, Allah is Acquainted with what you 
do” (Al-Maidah 8). 


O soldiers of the Khilafah: 


It is better to adhere to this sound method, which 
corresponds to the Book of Allah and the Sunnah of 
His Prophet #4 , and that which his good Sahabah 
had done, may Allah be pleased with them. ‘This is 
one the cornerstone of the teachings of the Sunnah, 
as established by the scholars and imams among the 
predecessors, may Allah have mercy on them. 


But as for the month serious and intense, it is the 


prisons, the prisons, O soldiers of the Khilafah! 


On behalf of your brothers and sisters, act in order to 
save them, and destroy the gates that hold them. 


“Release the captive” is a command and advice from 
your Prophet 2%. 


Therefore, do not fall short in rescuing them, if you are 
determined to break their shackles by force. And lie in 
wait in every ambush for their butchers, the investigators 
and judges and those aggressors who afflicted them. 
How can a Muslim accept to live while Muslim women 
are suffering in the displacement camps and the prisons 
of humiliation under the weight of the crusaders and 
their servants the Rafida, the atheist criminal criminals, 
and the murtad tawaghit in every corner of the earth, 
and while they receive nothing from those who claim 
and profess to bear the issues of the Ummah but 
abandonment, slander, backstabbing, defacement, and 
incitement against them! 


May Allah curse those proselytizing institutions and 
the advocates of the cross. Proceed fast from them and 
receive the reward. Their like is that of a sheep that 
hesitates between two flocks, sometimes following one, 
and sometimes following another, not knowing which 
to follow. 


Be steadfast and fear Allah, O Ummah of Allah, and 
you, sister Safiyah, and Umm ‘Amara. By Allah, you will 
not be forgotten and wasted as you hold on to the truth, 
and adhere to the Almighty. 


“That is instructed to whoever should believe in Allah 
and the Last day. And whoever fears Allah - He will 
make for him a way out” (At-Talaq 2). “And will provide 
for him from where he does not expect” (At-Talaq 3). 
“And whoever fears Allah - He will make for him of his 
matter ease” (At-Talaq 4). 


“Allah has already set for everything a [decreed] extent” 
(At-Talag 3) 


Be patient amidst the intensity and the severity of the 
calamity and distress, and pray, for prayer is the best 
tool and sharpest weapon. Allah will not forget, and 
your brothers will not be remiss in taking revenge for 
them. 


My brother in religion, and O Ummah of Allah, be 
committed to remembering Allah x at all times. Praise, 
ask forgiveness, exalt, and acclaim, and ask for prayer on 


the Prophet 2%. 


He && said: “Whoever persists in asking for forgiveness, 
Allah will grant him relief from every worry, and a way 
out from every hardship, and will grant him provision 
from (sources) he could never imagine.” 


And he (2%) said: “The supplication of Dhun-Nun 
(Prophet Yunus) when he supplicated, while in the belly 
of the whale was: “Ihere is none worthy of worship 
except You, Glory to You, Indeed, I have been of the 
transgressors.’ So indeed, no Muslim man supplicates 
with it for anything, ever, except Allah responds to him.” 


In a narration: “I know a word which no one says, but 
with it Allah takes from him distress, and it is the word 
of my brother Yunus.” 


Abu Bakr narrated that the Messenger of Allah 2 said: 
“The supplications to be used by one who is distressed 
are: ʻO Allah! Thy mercy is what I hope for. Do not 


abandon me to myself for an instant, but put all my 


2» 


affairs in good order for me. There is no god but Yov. 


And when Ubayy bin Ka'b said “I make for you all of 
my prayers,” he 2% said: “Then your problems would be 
solved and your sins would be forgiven.” 


“O you who have believed, persevere and endure 
and remain stationed and fear Allah that you may be 
successful” (Al ‘Imran 200). 


O soldiers of the Khilafah and its supporters everywhere: 


The Prophet of the epic and of mercy (#4) gave us 
glad tidings when he said: "Two will never be gathered 
together in the Fire: A Muslim who killed a disbeliever 
then tried his best and did not deviate. And two will 
never be gathered together in the lungs of a believer: 
Dust in the cause of Allah, and the odor of Hell.” 


So congratulations to those who understood and so 
acted, and made haste, and did not refrain. 


And he (44) warned us of the evil and bead qualities 
of man: “What is evil in a man are impatient greed and 
unrestrained cowardice”. 


O Allah, free the captives, relieve the grief-stricken, 
soothe the anguish of the distressed, and grant the best 
deliverance to the prisoners by your grace, kindness, 
and magnanimity, O Lord of all creation! Return them 
to their loved ones safe and sound, and keep for them 
their religion and make them steadfast on the truth, O 
Lord of all creation! 


Our Lord, we have wronged ourselves, and if You do 
not forgive us and have mercy upon us, we will surely 
be among the losers! 


Our Lord, make us not [objects of] torment for the 
disbelievers and forgive us, our Lord. Indeed, it is You 
who is the Exalted in Might, the Wise. 


Our Lord, forgive us our sins and the excess [committed] 
in our affairs and plant firmly our feet and give us victory 


over the disbelieving people! 


“And Allah is predominant over His affair, but most of 
the people do not know” (Yusuf 21). 


All praise is due to Allah, the Lord of all creation.
